Arlington  Street  Residents 
Secure  Open  Space 

Glen  Park  residents  of  Arlington  Street 
are  to  be  congratulated  for  winning  the 
first  round  on  their  battle  to  keep  the 
portion  of  Lot  23,  Block  6689,  as  an 
open  space  area.    This  lot  runs  along 
Arlington  Street  between  Miguel  Street 
and  Highland  Avenue. 

Lucien  Blazej,  a  nearby  neighbor, 
advised  some  Arlington  Street  residents 
that  the  fate  of  the  lot  was  to  be  on 
an  upcoming  City  Planning  Department 
agenda.    In  a  matter  of  days, 
Arlington  Street  residents  organized 
their  forces.    Lea  Schermerhorn,  Ray 
Erdman  and  others  arrived  at  the  City 
Planning  meeting  with  six  letters  in 
hand  from  others  on  the  block.  At 
this  and  a  following  meeting,  their 
clout  was  felt.    It  was  agreed  that 
the  city  would  not  sell  the  parcel  for 
development.    In  exchange,  the 
residents  agreed  to  maintain  the 
property.    Community  maintenance  was 
allowed  because  the  Departments  of 
Public  Works  and  Park  and  Recreation 
had  no  funds  for  its  upkeep.    In  fact, 
Ray  Erdman,  along  with  some  of  the  kids 
on  the  block,  had  already  been  mowing, 
weeding  and  cleaning  the  lot  for 
several  years.    Other  neighbors  see 
no  problem  in  doing  this  work  on  a 
regular  basis. 

Ideas  for  development  of  the  lot  are 
coming  into  focus.    Residents  have 
suggested  that  benches  be  installed, 
that  a  small  children's  playground  be 
constructed  and  that  some  modest  land- 
scaping be  done.    Access  to  city  water 
and  the  need  for  insurance  must  be 
investigated  next.

Precautionary  Burning 

On  July  20,  1982,  the  Executive  Board 
of  the  Glen  Park  Association  voted  to 
endorse  the  concept  of  limited  pre- 
cautionary burning  in  Glen  Canyon  Park. 
The  policy  of  blanket  precautionary 
burning  on  the  hillsides  of  Glen 
Canyon  Park  was  rejected.  Precautionary 
burn-off  should  be  conducted  after  a 
fire  department  official  has  inspected 
the  park  and  determined  which  specific 
areas,  if  set  on  fire  accidentally, 
would  pose  a  danger  to  the  entire  park 
and  its  trees  and  structures  and  to 
adjacent  private  properties.  Fire 
breaks  should  be  made  rather  than  whole 
areas  destroyed.    The  Board  believes 
such  a  restrained  policy  by  the  fire 
department  will  serve  the  public's  con- 
cern both  for  safety  and  for  protection 
of  the  beauty  of  the  park. 

Meanwhile,  a  precautionary  burn-off 
got  away  from  the  fire  department  again, 
this  time  on  the  open  space  triangle 
bordered  by  Arlington  Street  and  the 
San  Jose  Ave.  off-ramp.    While  dis- 
mayed residents  watched,  small, 
recently  planted  Monterey  Cypress 
trees  were  destroyed  when  the  fire 
department  failed  to  extinguish  the 
blaze  quickly  enough.    It  has  been 
promised  that  Park  and  Rec.  will 
supply  Arlington  Street  residents  with 
new  trees  to  replace  those  burned, 
provided  they  plant  them,  again. 
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Glen  Park  Library 

Everything  was  upbeat  at  the  GLEN 
PARK  GALA,  July  17,  at  the  BART 
station,  which  was  organized  by  local 
residents  and  the  Coalition  To  Save 
Branch  Libraries.    It  was  social 
protest  with  an  artistic  flair  and 
involved  everyone  from  the  young  to 
senior  citizens.    There  was  a  street 
fair,  a  jazz  group,  a  puppet  show, 
mimes,  a  classical  group,  dancers, 
and,  of  course,  satire.    All  proceedings 
were  recorded  on  video  tape  for  later 
showing  at  the  Glen  Park  library. 

Many  people  worked  very  hard  in 
order  to  advertise  and  to  support 
the  retention  of  branch  libraries. 
Many  more  people  have  expressed 
concern  and  continue  to  help  by 
writing  to  Mayor  Feinstein  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  by  sending 
letters  to  Assemblymen  Art  Agnost 
and  Leo  T.  McCarthy  in  support  of 
SB358,  the  California  Library  Funding 
Bill.    (Address  letters  to  Assembly 
Ways  and  Means  Comm.,  California

95814.)

Fairmont  School  Needs  Help 

The  Fairmount  School  Fair  should  have 
tEen  held  last  May  8th.    The  parents  of 
the  P.T.A.  had  envisioned  a  fair  where 
kids  could  have  fun  and  where  community 
residents  and  school  folks  could  mingle, 
where  a  little  money  could  be  made  to 
support  the  school's  activities  or  to 
buy  some  equipment. 

Unfortunately,  only  a  very  few  parents 
volunteered  to  help  organize  and  super- 
vise the  event. 

Deanna  Hernandez,  President  of  the 
Fairmount  P.T.A. ,  said,  "Cancelling  the 
fair  is  a  consequence  of  the  problem  in 
our  school  -  it  is  very  difficult  to  get 
parents  involved.    We  have  had  meetings 
with  an  attendance  of  three. 

"There  are  ways  we  can  be  involved  in 
our  children's  education.  For  example, 
some  parents  are  able  to  give  time  in  the 


classroom  and  others  support  the  fund- 
raisers by  purchasing  whatever  the  child- 
ren are  selling.    But  we  need  more 
people  willing  to  give  a  little  of 
their  time  to  committees.    These  com- 
mittees are  necessary  to  organize  and  to 
direct  school -wide  projects  such  as  the 
fair,"  she  explained. 

"I  want  to  say  something  about 
parents  who  work  outside  the  home.  Many 
parents  seem  to  feel  that  if  they  work, 
they  do  not  have  time  to  help  at  school. 
/\11  of  this  year's  P.T.A.  officers, 
including  myself,  work.    But  we  must 
take  time  for  our  children  too.  Their 
education  suffers  when  parents  are  not 
involved  in  promoting  it." 

Ms.  Hernandez  continued,  "The  com-
